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Car insurance 
imperative 

More than 40 percent of drivers asked 
by Highway Patrol officers for proof of 
insurance cannot produce it, according to 
Commissioner James E. Smith. 

Smith said he thinks“the law still is 
misunderstood by a large number of motor¬ 
ists because of the on-off-on sequence we 
went through before the requirement be¬ 
came permanent.” 

The CHP resumed enforcement of the 
proof of financial responsibility law Jan. 

1 following a two-year period awaiting 
Supreme Court review of the law’s con¬ 
stitutionality. It originally went into effect 
July 1, 1985, but the Court ordered sus¬ 
pension of enforcement Dec. 5 that year. 

The Court rescinded its order Nov. 15, 
1987. “Then, after a six-week conditioning 
period, the CHP resumed enforcement, 
but the long void apparently left a lot 
of drivers unaware of the law or un¬ 
certain about their responsibilities,” 
Smith said. 

“Financially responsibility is nothing 
new,” he said. “The vehicle code has long 
required it. What is new is that drivers must 
show written proof of financial responsi¬ 
bility when requested to do so by the 
CHP or any peace officer.” 

The fine for failure to show proof is 
$75, plus a penalty assessment of $25. 
(If the person is convicted of driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs and fail¬ 
ure to have proof of insurance, the fine 
goes up to $180 plus a penalty assessment 
of $60.) However, the fine will be dropped 
if the person cited can provide written 
evidence satisfactory to the court that he 
or she had insurance coverage at the time 
the citation was issued. 

If a person mistakenly gives the CHP 
incorrect information, the error can be 
corrected by showing the court the proper 
information. If a person deliberately lies, 
he or she can be charged with a mis¬ 
demeanor and, if convicted, be fined up to 
$500, and/or sentenced up to 30 days in 
jail. In addition, the driver’s license can 
be suspended — and that suspension 
can be extended up to three years if the 
persqn fails to give the court proof of 
flnanctal responsibility. 

According to Smith, several groups 
of motorists may be taken unaware when 
asked to present proof of financial res¬ 
ponsibility. Moped operators are now re¬ 
quired to carry proof of financial res¬ 
ponsibility. Persons driving a borrowed 
car should carry proof because they, not 
the car’s owner, will be cited for failure 
to show proof if they are cited by the 
CHP or involved in an accident.

Restaurant at Colorado and Michillinda in Pasadena. 

Sierra Madre firefighters William Massersmiih, 
Steve Bickel, Robert Duer and Leonard Zlotorowicz 
are participating in this event. Captain Darrel Wil¬ 
son of the Monrovia Fire Department is the 
Chairman of the relay. 

The relay for the past two years has been 
done entirely by firefighters, but this year the 
officers of the San Bernardino Sheriff’s Department 
have been raising funds. They have become the first 
law-enforcement agency involved in the relay. 

The relay was begun in 1986 by the Monrovia 
Fire Department as a half-day affair. Last year it 
became an all-day affair. It was extended to a three- 
day relay this year to accommodate the response 
of the many fire departments wishing to participate. 

Fischbeck volunteered to be the pony express 
rider for the original relay and has done it each 
year on behalf of California’s burn victims. In addi¬ 
tion to being a well-known KABC-TV personality 
and a worker for many helpful cau.ses, his back¬ 
ground includes having been a firefighter himself 
with the U.S. Forest Service in the Trinity National 
Forest. He said, “As a former firefighter and having 
been involved in journalism. I’ve seen the sad plight 
of burned children and the courage of many burn 
victims.” 

Fischbeck will be carried on firefighting appa¬ 
ratus from one city to another. At each stop 
along the way, he will accept a check for the 
donations collected and then board another 
engine for the next leg of the relay. The fire equip¬ 
ment will range from giant modern crash trucks 
and aerial ladders to several restored antique fire 
engines. Helicopters and the Long Beach fireboal 
will also be used. 

The relay will cover 600 miles across Southern 
California. Thousands will turn out along the 
route and at the special presentation ceremonies 
planned at many cities. 

All funds collected will go to the Alisa Ann 
Ruch California Burn Foundation which uses the 
money to aid burn victims and to conduct prevention 
programs in the elementary schools. The founda¬ 
tion also conducts a summer camp for children 
burn victims from all over California. 

All the funds collected will go to the Burn 
Foundation because the expenses of the relay will be 
paid by the United Profesional Firefighters Local 
2415 which encompasses the Monrovia. Covina, 
and West Covina firefighters. 


Making a travel plan; 
write the Auto Club

Dad used to spend months planning travel 
routes for our annual two-week summer vaca¬ 
tion. I don’t know how long it took him and 
mom to decide on the destination. The family 
Pontiac was our transportation; his basic 
planning tool a set of Automobile Club 
highway maps. 

In the ’50s and ’60s, miles of narrow, 
tar stripped concrete state highways criss-crossed 
the Midwest. Typically, a 4 a.m. 
(yawn) start, and running at or above the 65 
mph speed limit until dusk was necessary to 
gobble up the 700-mile-per-day minimum, a 
crucial figure if the Hutsons were going to 
“enjoy” a few days out West. 

The Auto Club maps arrived looking like a 
batch of freshly laundered white table cloths 
with medium starch that some mischievous kid 
had drawn on with fluorescent marking pens. 
A red line marked the fastest, direct route to 
our destination. The green trail indicated a 
scenic,more leisurely passage. Blue squiggles 
here and there denoted side trip points of 
interest. We rarely used those. 

Mom acted as navigator. She kept the maps 
in proper 1-2-3 order, announcing approaching 
route changes, alternate routes and the occasion¬ 
al inquiry about what city destination dad 


had selected for that day. My primary role 
was to sit in the back scat and cicaic as much 
tension as possible by shouting every five 
minutes, “I got to go to the bathroom.” 

Those road maps served us well. An 
occasional unplanned 15- or 20-milc trek into 
unchartered territory usually resulted because 
of local road repairs, and once in awhile 
because of an outdated map. 

By the time we pulled into our driveway 
on North Madison St., having logged 48(X)-plus 
miles, those maps looked like they had been 
used to pack fine china for a trans-continental 
move. Tears here and there, finger smudges, 
one of two cigarette burns and my contribu¬ 
tion of a glob of bubblegum marred their 
original snow white surface. But, the planning 
paid off because they got us there and back. 

I’m reminded of those trips as Main Street 
enters into the advanced planning stages. The 
volunteer steering committee has done a lot 
of planning since late February of this year. They 
have talked with downtown merchants, pro 
fessionals, property owners, elected officials, 
organization leaders and Sierra Madre citizens. 

One result is a basic direction for down¬ 
town revitalization. Four basic “goals” in the 
areas of organization, economic restructuring, 
design and promotion will act as our “set 
of travel maps.” The difference between Main 
Street’s map set and those my family received 
from the Auto Club is that we have to fill in 
those red, blue and green direction lines. It 
is up to all of us to decide the specific 
route Sierra Madre will take to a revitalization 
downtown. 


Two Main Street workshops, one spon¬ 
sored by the Kiwanis Club and another by the 
Chamber of Commerce, have begun that process. 
More individual meetings, additional work¬ 
shops and a lot of volunteer hours will be 
required to create specific activities resulting 
in tangible downtown revitalization. Some 
specifics are taking shape as this week’s 
News rolls off the presses: creation of a low in¬ 
terest loan program and design guidelines for 
building facade and rear entrance renovation.

Planning Commissioners hear 
development woes by residents 


There were two particular items of great 
interest at the Planning Commission meeting last 
Thursday, at least two items that received most 
attention by the commissioners and the audience. 
Whilma Holcombe was introduced as the newest 
commissioner, also. 

Concerning the Tentative Tract Map for a four- 
lot subdivision presented by Lawson and Annette 
Martin, commissioners continued the matter for 90 
days to Sept. 15. On that date the map might be 
recommended for approval or denial on the basis 
of recommendations of the operational departments, 
the director of public works and the city engineer. 

The Martins wish to build four homes just 
above Chantry Flat gate on the 100-acre Liliano 
tract they are in the process of buying. Escrow 
closes in October; however, the Martins wish to 
begin preparations for building now. 

Martin spoke of the beauty and tranquility of 
the area which they will try to maintain, they said. 
He said he and his wife wanted a development 
which is least disruptive to the environment, that 
they plan to work with areas that are relatively 
flat and that they want to keep grading minimal. 

‘‘What we are doing here is responsible devel¬ 
opment which is what the city should want,” 
Martin explained. He added that he and his wife 
were not ‘‘big time developers used to taking 
financial risks.” 


He urged the council to be ‘‘fair and reason¬ 
able.” 

Ed Eckert, an engineer hired by Martin, said 
that in order to create a stepped area for each of the 
four lots, assuring that each home would have a 
view, the lots would be ‘‘five feet down from 
each other involving cutting and filling.” 

Interest has been high among neighbors in the 
northern areas of Santa Anita and Arno since 
they were responsible for seeing that the Chantry Flat 
gate was closed to the public each day from 10 p.m. 
to 6 a.m. Their quest was satisfied after they proved 
to the City Council that closing the gate during 
those hours would shut down much of the 
undesirable behavior of those going up the road, 
such as drunkenness, drug trafficking, unnecessary 
high speed of autos. Because the Martins plan to 
build above the gate, the residents are concerned 
about what will happen to the newest rules of closing 
the gate. 

Martin answered residents, saying he would like, 
if possible, to keep the gate where it is. Com¬ 
missioner Ross Tyree noted that the plans were not 
specific and suggested Martin come back later with 
proposals of “those things that don’t show” on the 
tract map. 

Commissioner James Hester asked if Martin

the 100-acre tract and Martin answered “no.” 

Engineer Eckert commented that he felt he could 
meet all the conditions set forth by the commission 
and said he has checked and in his opinion 
there is plenty of water pressure at Arno Drive. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy and Fire Marshal Bill Kramer 
addressed the commission at this point, saying that 
the engineer’s figures were inadequate. The Fire 
Department, based on residential pressure of 70 
pounds at Arno and Santa Anita, as quoted by 
Engineer Eckert, is not considered adequate for 
Martin’s potential property utilization. There is a 
need to recalculate desired water pressure in order 
to achieve the minimum gallons of water permitted. 

Tracy also provided both the City Council 
and Planning Commission with a copy of an 
article in the May/June Fire Journal concerning 
“Wildland/Urban Interface Areas.” 

Most of the same concerns brought up at last 
week’s City Council meeting were addressed again 
Thursday, such as possible flood and fire problems 
in that area, exiling wild life from its own territory, 
the rights of a developer versus the rights of the 
citizens of Sierra Madre. 

Jacob Fakoory said, “A little dirt here and a 
little dirt there really means extensive grading and 
subsequent landslides.” 

In 90 days there should be some resolution of 
this problem. 

Chief Tracy spoke concerning the possible 
Hillside ordinance that could result from the pre¬ 
sent hillside development moratorium in Sierra 
Madre. 


this point in the discussion of what to include in 
the ordinance. 

“It is irony,” he said, that “the commission 
is worried about the colors of the houses and not 
fire protection.” 

He stated that he and several other fire fighting 
principals were meeting in Arcadia today, Thursday, 
June 23, to discuss fire’protection in the nearby 
communities. He reported that 35 percent of fire 
fighter fatalities are due to brush fires and explained 
that he believes there needs to be lower density and 
larger parcel acreage.
